THE DARK DAY. 

Hon. Wheeler Martin, has favered the 
editor of the Providence Subaltern, with the 
following recoilections of the Dark Day in 
1780 

A writer in the New-York Eveniow Post 
has given mavy accurate sentiments of the 
Dark Day, which oceurred in the year 1780, 
but lias made one mistake respecting the time 
it took place. He says in his statement, that 
“the hushandman was busily employed ii 
planting, and that the spring was unrcommon- 
ly forward.” The spring was forward it is 
trne: but the writer if he was then a New 
England man, cught to have known, that the 
regular planting time in New-England, is the 
first and second weeks in May ; and thereby 
he might have known, that if the dark day 
was in planting time, it would not have been 
in April But the fret was that the dark day 
wason the 19th day of May, 1780. 

Ov the farm where I resided at that time, 
the ywrass had grown to a considerahle height, 
quite a prick tor the stock. The darkness at 
eleven o'clock was so great, thata candle was 
lighted and placed upon the table; the fowls 
vent to roost ; the sheep all huddled around in 
a circle, with their heads ioward. The crass 
to look ati through the window, seemed of a 
yellow areen; the same as to look through 
amoked gliss upon green grass, 

I well remember, that the gentlemen of the 
house read the following seripture by candle 
lit! t to his numerous family. 

“the sun shall be turied into darkness, and 
the moon into blood, before that great and no- 
iohle day of the Lord’s coming.” 

The d irkness Was so great in the moht time, 
that it was eid by one Dr. Blackinvton, who 
resided near the portheast part of Rehoboth, 
who had oceasion to be out among his patients 
that dight, that he could not see his white 

wehot-handkerehief placed before j 
he darkness was so thick, that it could be 
felt. 

The vear 1780, was celebrated for the many 
Northern lights; tt ey covere Ithe whole hor 
zon over; they would lash hke lightning and 
til! the air with the lphur, The 
jiwhts were so ed, that the flashes would bring 
warmth against the face 

The ereat snow-tal! was in December, 1779 
or January, L780. It snowed seven days; 
the svow Was estimate Ito he four leet ona 
level, and the drifts from eight toten feet hict

The snow came tmolst and coarse, but it was 
cy cold that it congealed very hard. The 
people travelled over stone walls with their 


teams. It is said to be a fact, that for thirty 
davs, the snow did not melt from the eves of 
the houses onthe sunny side. The banks were 
so hiah, that sheep were buried up in them, 
and there remained for forty days, until they 
were found by their air holes, and then dug 
out alive. 

This year the whole of the Naragansett Rav 
was frozen over so thick and bard, that the 
late honorable John Brown, passed from Pro- 
vidence on the river of ice, to Newport and 
back, and I believe some went on skating par- 
ties the whole range. General William Val- 
entine, sleighed wood from Fal! River io New- 
port on the ice, through Bristol Ferry 










he peopiefof Newport burnt their furniture 
to heep themecives irom freezing. The Bri- 
tish army left the island of Bhode Island in 
the November, 1779, and stripped the people 
of all their valuables. Jn a manner, the years 
of 1779 and 1780, were the hardest winters 
known for a century ast past. 

The weather wae sosevere in the winter of 
1780, that many people were frozen to death. 
A man went from Attlebrough, Mass. with a 
load of hoops to Boston, and was caught in 
the great storm; and returning home, was 
frozen to death coming off Boston Neck. His 
cx team was frozen to death, and was found 
standing on their feet, as the snow was deep 
enough to support them.
